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567—122.2(455B,455D) Applicability and compliance.
122.2(1) This chapter applies to facilities that perform CRT recycling functions, including but not

limited to the collection, refurbishing, demanufacturing, and processing of discarded CRTs.
122.2(2) This chapter does not apply to facilities solely engaged in CRT reuse activities. This chapter

does not apply to businesses solely engaged in CRT service and repair. This chapter does not apply to
batteries, circuit boards, CRTs, mercury-containing components, or PCB capacitors removed during the
maintenance or service of equipment containing such items.

122.2(3) These rules do not pertain to appliance demanufacturing. For rules pertaining to appliance
demanufacturing, see 567—Chapter 118.

122.2(4) The issuance of a permit by the department in no way relieves the applicant of the
responsibility of complying with all other local, state, or federal statutes, ordinances, and rules or other
requirements applicable to the construction and operation of a CRT recycling facility.

122.2(5) CRT recycling facilities and CRT collection facilities in operation before September 22,
2004, shall apply for a permit within 90 days of September 22, 2004. CRT recycling facilities and CRT
collection facilities in operation before September 22, 2004, shall comply with these rules or close within
one year of September 22, 2004.
